Dr. John R. Atkinson, the new dean 
of St. Philip’s cathedral, preached last 
night at the cathedral on “The Crosses 
We Bear.” 

The new preacher has inaugurated a 
new system in Atlanta for going after 
the ‘“‘man on the street” to get him 
into the church. Shortly before the reg- 
ular evening service was to begin Dr. 
Atkinson stood on the steps of the ca- 
thedral and in a brief talk appealed 
to the passer-by to come into church 
to hear the message of his sermon. 
He stated that he would only talk fif- 
teen minutes. Many went into the 
cathedral to hear the new preacher. 

He informed his congregation that 
his services were to be of the simple 
kind; that simple songs were to be 
sung, so that the passer-by would feel 
at home in his church. 

“IT want my congregation to grow 
physically and _ spiritually,” said Dr. 
Atkinson, “in hopes of building up the 
church. I want to be looked on by 
every member as the good shepherd of 
my congregation, and every member 
must know me personally.” 

At the close of the services, Dr. At- 
kinson passed through the aisle to the 
entrance to the cathedral and there 
upon the steps shook hands with each 
member of his congregation as they 
passed out of the church. 

“In order to better bear our crosses,” 
continued Dr. Atkinson, “we must take 
into our lives Jesus Christ. The best 
story of life is the story of unstinted 
love. The greatest feature of the Ti- 
tantic disaster, when thousands of 
brave and heroic deeds thrilled the 
world, was the story of love of Mrs. 
Isaac Straus, who went down with her 
husband in the ocean. The greatest 
feature of the world’s history is~.that 
story of love Christ bore mankind, 
when He gave up His life on the cross 
to save man. 

“IT want my congregation to have this 
love. I want them to learn to do things, 
even though it costs them something 
—their time and their money. 

“My gospel is to plead with man to 
accept Jesus Christ and bear his cross 
willingly and nobly, and this is my 
message to the passer-by who has come 
into this church: 


‘*‘Dear friends, do noble things, not 
dream them all day long: 
And so make life, death, and that vast 


forever one grand, sweet song.’” 


Dr. Atkinson, will be entertained at 
the church tonight by the men folks of 
his church.

600,000 BELGIANS FLEE 
FOR REFUGE IN HOLLAND 


Other Hundreds of Thou- 
sands Are in Flight to 
France and England—The 
Belgium They Loved De- 
vastated by the Germans. 


London, October 11.—‘‘Scenes on all 
the roads of Belgium for weeks past 
must be added, then multiplied twenty- 
fold to resemble the spectacle on the 
roads to Holland during the last two 
days,’ says the Rotterdam correspond- 
ent of The Times in a dispatch to his 
paper. “Hardly any migration in the 
history of the Israelites, 
Tartars can have equaled it. 

“Besides the exodus by the roads to 
Holland, I saw a crowd, estimated at 


150,000, blocking the ferry and pontoon/} 


(at Antwerp) on their way to get trains 
to St. Nicholas and Ghent. No less! 
wonderful was the scene on the river, 
where all Thursday craft of every de- 
scription slipped down stream, loaded 
with human freight. At dusk, by the 
light of burning oil tanks, 
guard sank six lighters to 
entrance to the inner basin. In the 
city, the Belgians burned materials 
likely to be serviceable to the enemy. 

“Some of the heaviest firing I heard 
during the entire bombardment of Ant- 
werp occurred Thursday night. Baually 
terrible was that Friday morning. The 
Belgians continued blowing up forts 
and buildings likely to be serviceable to 
the enemy. A heavy pall of smoke ob- 
scured the sky. 

“The German entry tnto Antwerp was 
quite profitless, as no stores of muni- 
tions of any importance were left there. 
The Belgian forces still are full of fight. 
In fact, the German entry into Antwerp 
may prove disadvantageous to the Ger- 
mans.’

London, October 11.—A dispatch to 
the Exchange Telegraph company from 
The Hague, dated Saturday, says that, 
according to _trustworthy information 
from Belgium, the Germans are ad- 
vancing swiftly toward Ostend with 
the object of making the king, queen 
and government officials of Belgium 
prisoners. It is said that the queen 
has left for England. 

The Belgian refugees now in Holland 
number 600,000, according to the corre- 
spondent at The Hague of the Exchange 
Telegraph company. The Dutch au- 
thorities, he says, are greatly embar- 
rassed by the incessant stream, of refu- 
gees, and it is probable that the gov- 
ernment will take steps jointly with 
Germany for the speedy return of these 
people. 

WARNING TO ANTWERP 
BY THE GERMANS. 

London, October 11.—A Reuter dis- 
patch from Amsterdam says General 
von Beseler, commander of the Ger- 
man troops that captured Antwerp, has 
issued the following proclamation: 

“To the Inhabitants of Antwerp: No 
citizen shall be harmed and your prop- 
erty shall be spared if you refrain from 
hostile acts.

ANTWERP PEOPLE 
LEAVING CELLARS 

London, Otober 11.—The following 
dispatch from Antwerp under date of 
October 10 is forwarded to the Reuter 
Telegram company: 

“The few people who remained in 
Antwerp during the bombardment are 
leaving their cellars. The German 
commander has made Burgomaster Jan 
Devos his adviser in the administra- 
tion of the city. 

“The damage by the bombardment 
was not serious, as the Germans used 
shrapnel wherever possible to save the 
historic buildings. 

“Reports from Brussels say the siege 
of Atnwerp cost the Germans heavily. 
Last Thursday five trains of forty cars 
each left with wounded.” 

LOT OF SUPPLIES 
} TAKEN BY GERMANS. 

London, Otober 11.—Reuter’s Amster- 
dam correspondent says a Berlin mes- 
sage brings the official announcement 
of the German army headquarters of 
the capture of Antwerp with all its 
forts.

NIGHT ATTACKS 
BY THE GERMANS. 


The Germans have resumed their 
night attacks between Craonne and 
Rheims, which, according to French ac- 
counts, have been repulsed. From 
Rheims to the Meuse nothing of impor- 
tance has occurred of late, but in the 
Apremont district of the Woevre, to 
the east of St. Mihiel, the Germans 
made violent attacks during the night. 
of October 9 and the following day. 

Apremont was taken by the Germans, 
but was retaken by the French and re- 
mains in their hands. The Germans 
apparently are determined to maintain 
as far as possible their positions here, 
where they have pierced the line of 
fortifications btween Verdun and Toul 
along the river Meuse. Should they be 
successful against the allies elsewhere 
this doubtless would be the route by 
which they would endeavor to enter 
the heart of France. 

Two German aeroplanes, which seem 
to choose Sundays for their visits, flew 
over the French capital today. They 
dropped a score of bombs, which killed 
three persons and wounded twenty, but 
did no material damage. 

Part of the Antwerp garrison 
2,000 of the British naval 
who crossed into Holland and laid 
down their arms, have been interned 
and will have to remain there until the 
end of the war. Some of the Ger- 
mans also unwillingly crossed the fron- 
tier and were treated similarly. . 


BELGIAN REFUGEES 
WITHOUT END. 


Of refugees there appears to be no 
end. The Dutch towns are crowded 
with people who left their homes in 
Belgium. Hollanders are finding dif- 
ficulty in providing for them. The 
Germans, however, have invited the 
refugees to return to their own coun- 
try, promising them fair treatment. 

England also continues to be a place 
of refuge for many fugitives, wounded 
officers and men, who are crossing from 
Ostend on the regular steamers. 

In Antwerp everything is quiet aft- 
er days of turmoil. The Germans, who 
arranged with the burgomaster for the 
Surrender of the town, all the military 
authorities having left, have issued a 
warning to the people that any dis- 
turbances or attacks on Germans will 
be serevely dealt with. So far as can 
be ascertained the damage done to 
Antwerp by the bombardment was not 
so serious as at first feared. The 
cathedral, art gallery, museum and 
other public buildings are in the north- 
western part of the city along the 
Scheldt, where the shells did not fall. 
The Germans used lighter guns after 
they had battered down the forts with 
their heavy guns, and naturally the 
former did not do so much execution. 


BIG GERMAN GUNS 
SENT TO FRANCE. 


A Berlin report says the heavy guns 
have been sent to France. If “this is 
so, probably the Verdun forts along the 
French frontier, which are hindering 
the German advances, are to be attack- 
ed with them. In this case, however, 
there is a big field army behind the 
forts, so that while their destruction 
would make progress’ easier for the 
Germans, it would not absolutely in- 
Sure their advance. - 

General von Beseler, who directed 

the attack on Antwerp, and Prince Au- 
gust William, fourth son of the Ger- 
man emperor, who was one of the first 
to enter the city, have been decorated 
by the emperor. What the taking of 
the town cost the Germans is not 
known, but it is reported from Holland 
that train loads of wounded are being 
conveyed to the hospitals at the Ger- 
man base. 
. Famine is threatened throughout Bel- 
gium This is to be expected in a 
country which has been ravaged by 
war for upward of two months. 


PROGRESS OF WAR 
ON EAST FRONT. 


On the East Prussian frontier 
Russians still are engaged with 
German rear guard west of Suwalki and 
to Ahe southeast of Wirballen. 

Of the battles in Galicia and Poland 
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the Russian staff has decided to say 
nothing for the present, but the Aus- 
trians declare that a recent attack on 
Przemysl was repulsed and that the 
Russians have evacuated trenches on 
the western front, which the Austrians 
occupied. 

The Austrians also claim victories 
over the Russians at Lancut and Dy- 
now, in Galicia. It is known that they 
have. received reinforcements. This, 
Petrograd admits, has compelled a 
change in the plans of the Russian 
army. 

The Montenegrins claim a _ victory 
over the Austrians in Bosnia, where 
they say the Austrians tried to cut off 
the Montenegrin army proceeding to 
Sarajevo, but were defeated with 
heavy losses. 

More alarming reports come from 
Italy of the spread of cholera,in Aus- 
tria. The Rumanian government has 
thought it necessary to také precau- 
tions for the protection of the Aus- 
trian legation at Bucharest. Turkey, 
too, is making preparations of a war- 
like character. The Young Turks are 
said to be largely under the influence 
of the Germans, Enver Pasha, the 
Young Turk leader and minister of

FALL OF ANTWERP 
MAY PROLONG WAR. 


Bordeaux, France, October 11.—The 
occupation of Antwerp was discounted 
in government circles, but nevertheless 
the news of the triumph of the Ger- 
mans caused a painful impression. The 
best milita opinion here considers 
the event of no strategic importance, 
it is stated. It releases the German be- 
sieging force, but as this body num- 
bers less than 100,000 men, its addi- 
tion will have little influence, it is 
declared, upon the great battle line in 
northern France. 

In official circles here it is recognized 
that the fall of Antwerp may prolong 
the war. The Germans are certain to 
rebuild the forts, which will become 
a bass for Zeppelin attacks against the 
British coast. And yet, it is obvious 
that, under present conditions, the 
Germans cannot revictual the city by 
way of the Scheldt river. 

News of lively fighting between 
Ghent and Termonde, Belgium, where 
the allies repulsed 40,000 Germans, in- 
dicates the far northward reach of the 
allies’ lines. 


All German Attacks Repulsed 
Declares French War O ffice 


Paris, October 11.—The official com- 
munication issued at 11 o'clock tonight 
by the French war office, says: 

“There is no new detail to mention 
except the capture of a flag near 
Lassigny. The impression of the day 
is satisfactory.” 

During the afternoon the following 
announcement was made: 

“First—On our left wing, German 
cavalry, which had seized certain points 
of passage over the Lys, east of Aire, 
retired last night into the Armentieres 
district. Between Arras and the Oise 
the enemy made a vigorous but vain 
attack on the right flank of the Ancre. 

“Second—On the center between the 
Oise and Rheims our troops have made 
Slight advances to the north of the 
Aisne, particularly to the northwest of 


Soissons. Between Craonne and Rheims 
German night attacks have been re- 
pulsed. From Rheims tothe Meuse there 
is nothing to report. In the Woevre 
district, the Germans have delivered 
some violent attacks. In the region 
of Apremont, west of St. Mihiel, there 
was fighting during the night of the 
9th and the following day. Apremont 
was taken and retaken, the town final- 
ly remaining in our hands. 

“Third—On our right wing in Lor- 
raine, the Vosges and Alsace, there is 
nothing to report. To sum up, we have 
everywhere maintained our positions. 

“In the eastern theater the fighting 
of the Russians, with the German rear 
guard to the southeast of Wirballen 
and upon the line of the lakes to the 
west of Suwalki, continues.” 


French Troops W ade Thro’ Bogs 
And Take the Germans by Surprise 


October 11.—Provincial 
newspapers, says Reuter’s Paris cor- 
respondent, publish interesting details 
of tierce fighting in Picardy and Artois, 
particularly around Roye and Las- 
signy, since the last week of Septem- 


ber. 

After the occupation of Roye, he 
says, it is related, the German right 
practically was enveloped, and made 
desperate efforts to escape. On Septem- 
ber 26 General Von Kluck’s army ex- 
tended its front as far as Arras, which 
town marked the limit beyond which 
the Germans could not extend because 
beyond stretched the plain of Lower 
Flanders, where no natural defenses 
exist. 

From September 23 to the beginning 
of October the Germans made numer- 
ous counter atacks, the heaviest be- 
tween Amiens and Peronne. 

Seventeen miles northwest of Amiens 
is gravy, commanding the roads to 
Bapaume and Arras. The Germans 
chose this point to arrest the pursuit 
of the allies. Parallel with their 
progress northward on October 1 were 
French troops from Roye, forming 
about three divisions, with much artil- 
lery to cover their crossing of the 
Somme, © 

While the bulk of the German forces 
waited for the allies before Bray, the 
general staffs of the allies determined 
to attempt the crossing of the river on

a front three and one-half miles wide 
between Vaire and Mericourt. At this 
point the ground is low, swampy and 


wooded, and easy to defend if warning 
were given, but the Germans neglected 
to fortify the position and brought all 
their artillery fire to bear on the Bray 
road. , 

Early on October 1, during an artil- 
lery duel, the allied infantry swerved 
toward the west and descended to the 
Somme toward Corbie to attempt a 
crossing. At midday the troops, wad- 
ing through the bogs, began crossing, 
some of them using rafts and frail can- 
vas boats. One regiment crossed by 
means of a rope stretched from bank to 
bank. The cavalry passed over a ford 
at Sailly. 

The whole operation occupied only 
forty minutes. At p. m. the three 
divisions were on the right bank of the 
Somme. When the enemy realized the 
meaning of the movement, the allies 
were in battle formation and marching 
to assault Bray. While the infantry 
made an attack on the rest of the vil- 
lage, the cavalry was capturing the 
enemy’s position on the other side, and 
the French artillery was maintaining 
an incessant cannonade from the di- 
rection of Mericourt. 

The moment for a general 
having arrived, the infantry dashed 
forward and occupied the German 
trenches. The Germans were forced 
to abandon Bray and retire in a north- 
erly direction. 

Near Albert the Germans were push- 
ed back on the French cavalry and 
forced to abandon their guns. 

The retreat was not checked until 
Bapaume was reached.

OSTEND CROWDED 
WITH FUGITIVES. 


London, October 12.—A dispatch to 
The Daily Telegraph from Ostend says: 

“The last two days have been hard 
for Ostend, which is crowded with ref- 
ugees. They are being sent as rapidly 
as possible to England. 

“Saturday, soon after the fall of Ant- 
werp became known, Ostend was 
thrown into panic by a visit from a 
Zeppelin, which, however, was driven 
away by the fire of a British gun be- 
hind the fort. 

“The fear uppermost in all minds 
here is of the Germans setting foot in 
Ostend.

Within an area of two acres on our 
side of the Aisne there are more than 
one hundred craters made by their high 
explosive shells. This did no damage, 
for the locality never was occupied 
while it was being bombarded. 

“Another example of prodigality of 
ammunition is the continued shelling 
of Rheims. This is still carried on at 
intervals, and on the 6th resulted in 
the death of an entire family of eight 
people. On the 7th twelve of the in- 
habitants were hit. 

“On the other hand, concealment of 
guns and troops has been practiced 
carefully by the Germans, and they 
construct alternative entrenchments, 
so that when one position is made too 
hot another can be taken up quickly. 

Germans Employ “Snipers.” 

“This war has shown much light on 
the matter of rendering troops as in- 
visible as possible. It appears that at 
long ranges the uniform matters little. 
But at medium ranges the red trousers 
of our allies show up very clearly. 

“From interrogation of prisoners it 
has been ascertained that at a medium 
range both French and British officers 
are easily distinguishable from their 
men and that selected marksmen, pro- 
vided with field glasses, are specially 
told off from each platoon of,German 
infantry to pick off the officers. 

“The Germans certainly. do 
snipers, and some of them have beer 
found on church towers. One of them 
succeeded in killing two of our officers 
and wounding two more before he was; 
killed. Some of our prisoners repor 


canted’ 


their officers have ‘been ordered to re-) 


move their distinguishing 
straps. 

“The following notification to his 
troops by “one of the French army com- 
manders bears upon the German meth- 
ods 0o warfare: ‘The Germans have 
forced some prisoners of war to re- 
main in their trenches. When the 
French advanced under the impression 
that the trenches were in possession 
of their own side, they were fired on at 
close range.’ 

Germans Ordered Prisoners Shot. 

“An entry in a captured fleld note 
book runs thus: 

“ ‘Sixteenth 
shelling began. 


September—At dawn 
We retired with pris- 
oners. Seventy-two prisoners worked 
hard at digging trenches. At mid- 
day I got an order to rejoin at vil- 
laze with them. I was very glad, as I 
had been ordered to shoot them as 
soon as the enemy advanced. Thank 
God! It was not necessary.’ 

“On the other hand an example is 
given of an order i,which prescribes 
only legal and suitable precautions ex- 
cept as regards the shooting of hos- 
tages for sélf-protection in the enemy’s 
country. It was issued some time ago: 

‘“*Aix-La-Chapelle, Tenth August, 
1914.—To protect ourselves from the 
extremely hostile attitude of the Bel- 
gian population it is necessary to take 
very vigorous~and energetic measures 
against non-combatants who take part 
in the struggle. For this purpose no 
firearms or explosives must be retain. 
ed by them. If any arms are found

“ "The minister of war wishes to im- 
press upon all the necessity for search- 
ing the field of battle with the great- 
est eare for all warlike material be- 
longing to our army, such as field 
glasses, water bottles, haversacks, 
rifles’ and cartridges, all limbers and 
supply wagons which can be used again 
for new formations. In addition to 
this, the units must take care to pick 
up unexpended ammunition and empty 
cartridge cases.’

“Especial success has been 
scored with the new type of English 


aeroplane called the ‘Chaser,’ which is!

“The German anti-airship guns are 
so effective that it is unwise for the 
British or French aviators to fly lower 
than 6,000 feet from the ground. The 
Germans are using a new type of bomb, 
which, when it explodes, leaves a smoke 
cloud that hangs in the air for several 
minutes, thus enabling the Germans to 
get the range of a hostile aeroplane 
very quickly and accurately. 

“An airman when under fire has to 
keep up continual glides, sharp turns 
and evolutions in order to prevent the 
enemy from getting an accurate aim. 
Looping-the-loop, however, is strictly 
forbidden.”

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WHAT ONE FARMER DID. 
Often the showing of the profitable re- 
sults attained by one farmer induces many 


others to test his plan with good results. An 
object lesson accomplishes more than can 
be expected from the mere general preach- 
ing of diversification. 

Current news dispatches tell the story of 
a Spalding county farmer who has taken 
$600 off two and a half acres of land this 
year, and he is not through with it yet. 
Here is the story sent from Griffin: 


J. B. Hunter, a farmer of Spalding 
county, living three miles from _ this 
place, this year from two and one-half 
acres of ground has sold $322.63 worth 
of string beans, and now has a crop of 
corn on the land that is conservatively 
estimated to make a yield of 250 bush- 
els. With corn at $1.10 per bushel, it 
appears that Mr. Hunter on this small 
field will realize this year a cash re- 
turn of approximately $600. Immediate- 
ly after the corn is harvested this fall, 
Mr. Hunter will put the land in cab- 
bagwe. He expects to make not less than 
five tons 6f cabbage to the acre. 


There is not a farmer in the south who 
has done or can do the same thing with 
cotton. And he is infinitely better off today 
than the man with nothing but cotton, for 
he has his money in the bank. On the other 
hand, the man with all cotton needs food- 
stuffs, must buy them from somebody else, 
and is without the money to pay the bill. 

The one certain thing is that people are 
not going to get along without food, even 
for a little while. It is the lucky man this 
year who has not only made enough to eat 
at home, but has some to sell besides. 

Georgia has made some progress in this 
direction. There are now about a dozen 
counties in the state which have made their 
own food supplies this year, and will import 
none from outside. Every Georgia county 
should be on this list. Every Georgia 
farmer should emulate the splendid success 
of the Spalding county man. The European 
war is not worrying him. 


THAT COTTON OLIGARCHY. 


There comes cumulative evidence of the 
existence of a so-called cotton oligarchy, 
which was charged by J. T. Holleman and 
H. G. Hastings, both of whom are in close 
touch with agricultural conditions in Georgia 
and the south, in communications recently 
published in The Co tution. 

Judge T. E. Pattdrsoy, of Griffin, a mem- 
ber of the state prison )commission and a 
student and observ agricultural condi- 
tions, agrees to the/ charge in a letter pub- 
lished today. N of those making or in- 
dorsing the charge suggests or mentions 
such a thing as organization; but all are 
agreed that there is a generally accepted 
plan of operation founded in the landlord 
and tenant system that amounts to very 
much the same thing. 

Judge Patterson not only charges the ex- 
istence of such a system, the relic, as he 
says, of the old feudal systems of England 
and France, but is the first to propose a 
remedy for it. To it he attributes the 
south’s somewhat dependent condition as 
regards the cotton crop, and declares we 
must be rid of it before we can achieve the 
desired independence. 

Two remedies are suggested in Judge 
Patterson's letter and he puts them forward 
His pro- 
posal is either to increase the risk to the 
landlord and others who make advances on 
crop prospects to the point where it will be 
unattractive, or to decrease the profits by 
taxing the proceeds or income. The first of 
these plans would involve the repeal of the 
present law legalizing mortgages and liens 
on growing crops, while the second would in- 
volve taxation of the income of the landlor@ 
derived from rents, the’ plan which, as Judge 
Patterson points out, has been adopted in 
England as a partial restriction of feudal 
rights. 

It has been charged that the landlord and 
others interested with him demand that their 
tenants shall raise cotton and cotton only; 
otherwise their request for land is refused. 
The idea of remedy, therefore, is one which 


will permit the tenant to apply the prin- | 


ciples of diversification and raise food crops, 
with cotton as a surplus. 

In proposing a remedy for this situation it 
must be considered whether or not it is such 
that will react upon the tenant, who is least 
able to bear the burden. If the legislation 
were such as to cause the landlord to with- 
hold his land rather than rent it, or if an 
increased rental price were put upon it, the 
question arises as to whether the situation 
would not be worse from the tenant’s stand- 
point than is the all-cotton requirement. 
Without capital, advances to the tenant are 
now essential. A system under which he 
would produce his own food supplies would 
be ideal, but would not any proposed remedy 
have to take into consideration the bridging 
over of the period to such time as would be 
required for him to become self-sustaining 
at home? 

It is difficult to believe that there exists 
to so great an extent as has been charged 
a system that compels all cotton production. 
If it doés, it affords a field for careful investi- 
gation and such remedy as developed condi- 
tions may demand. The tenant class ton- 
stitutes a large and important portion of the 
producing population, and it should unques- 
tionably have such encouragement as can be 
properly and justly given. 


BACK TO THE OLD STANDARD. 
The last obstacle has now been removed 

from the path of the board of education in 

restoring Atlanta’s school system to its for- 


mer high and widely known standard. There, 


was difficulty in finding the money, difficulty 
in making it available after it was found; 
but, with slight delay, these difficulties have 
been all overcome, and the means wherewith 
to end the double sessions ig at the disposal 
of the board. 

While we have no doubt that the board 
of education will proceed speedily to the so- 
lution of the problem, we feel that the im- 
portance of immediate action in the elimina- 
tion of the double session nuisance cannot 
be too forcibly stressed. When a patient is 
sick and the right remedy is found, there is 
no further talk about it, but it is applied at 
once, Atlanta’s school system is seriously 
iN, but the remedy for the affliction is now 
at hand, and the cure should follow without 
a day’s unnecessary delay. 

Prompt action of the board will have good 


effect. It will leave no question as to its 
determination to make and keep Atlanta’s 


schools the best. It will impress our neigh: 
bors with the Atlanta spirit, which wastes 
no time between the appearance of a fault 
and the correction of it. 

With double sessions eliminated for the 
remainder of this year, there will be no like- 
lihood of their return in the future. It may 
safely be left to council to make every neces- 
sary provision against it for next year, as 
well as for all time to come. When funds 
are set apart for the schools in the begin- 
ning of the year, they will be made sufficient 
to prevent the return of this or any other 
similar system of inefficiency. 

It was an experience which neither teach- 
ers, children nor parents have enjoyed, but 
there will be at least the value in it of an 
object lesson sufficiently forcible to prevent 
its recurrence.

| The Holland Letter] 


A complete whirlabout tn the character 
of our international trade began in the first 
week of September. Not until the end of 
the month was there a visible evidence of 
this, and, in fact, this evidence was con- 
fined to the official reports from the custom 
house in New York which showed the money 
value of exports of the last week of Sep- 
tember. Wvidence carefully. guarded in 
plenty of this change, which was as sudden 
as was the immediate effect of the war in 
early August, is to be found in the offices 
of many of the large industrial organiza- 
tions. Occasionally brief and not verified 
reports are published which set forth large 
international trade transactions. These, 
however, must refer to not more than a 
small part of the transactions recently com- 
pleted or now in progress. For instance, no 
public report has been made of certain pur- 
chases by Russia in the United States, and 
it is essential probably to the interest of 
Russia that there be no report at present 
of these transactions. All that can be re- 
ported without violating confidence is that 
Russia in the first week of October bought 
heavily of certain commodities manufac- 
tured by some of the large American cor- 
porations. 

Some exultation was felt when there 
came what seemed to be fairly authenticated 
report of the purchase by Great Britain of 
stee] or iron, principally to Great Britain. 
seems to have been forgotten that in mid- 
September one of the oolonies of Great 
Britain entered into a contract with Presi- 
dent Farrell, of the United States Steel 
corporation, which, when executed, would 
be represented by the exports of seventeen 
thousand tons of steel to Australia. This 
export does not go to Great Britain direct- 
ly, but it will enter into manufactories over 
which the British flag flies. 

Steel Industry. 

There are indications in plenty that the 
steel manufacturers, certainly those of the 
middle west, will be occupied for some 
months in manufacturing and delivering 
steel or iron, principally to Great Britain. 
Representatives of the English government 
and English manufactories are now in com- 
munication with the managers of this Amer- 
ican industry, and if there can be reasonable 
figuring upon price and fairly good assur- 
ance of financial accommodation undoubt- 
edly many thousand tons of steel and iron 
products will be exported from the United 
States by mid-winter. 

While these heavy exports are now be- 
ginning there seems to be no correspond- 
ing increase of imports. This abnormal con- 
dition is due entirely to the war. The 
statement which will be issued early in No- 
vember which will report our international 
trade for October is likely to be phenomenal, 
and certainly without precedent, for, unless 
there come a slump or unless now unfore- 
seen emergencies arise in Great Britain and 
upon the continent of Burope, it seems to 
be inevitable that the change in our inter- 
national trade which began late in Septem- 
ber will be found by the November state- 
ment to have been continued and increased 
through the month of October. 

One Interesting Feature. 

Shortly after the business leaders of the 
United States began to recover from the 
sudden shock caused by the outbreak of 
war, a nation-wide campaign was begun for 
the purpose of facilitating our exports to 
the South American nations. Our interna- 
tional trade with Canada, it was realized, 
would take care of itself. There was no 
need to carry on an aggressive campaign 
for an increase of our trade with Canada. 
That trade is secure, and will certainly be 
increased. But the campaign of education 
which had in view the seizing by the United 
States of South American trade which was 
lost to Great Britain and to Germany was 
not relaxed, although there began good un- 
derstanding of the difficulties which stood 
in the way of immediately capturing much 
of this trade. 

On the other hand, a wholly unexpected 
international trade—unexpected at least in 
its early appearance and in the magnitude 
of it—represented no eagerness or aggres- 
sive campaigning on our part, but the im- 
perative needs of Great Britain, France, 
Russia, Italy and Japan. Representations 
by agents of these nations, particularly some 
in Japan and China, and also by agents who 
came to the United States, revealed an al- 
most overwhelming demand for American 
products. 

Some of the food products for which 
there is demand can be immediately sup- 
plied, and, im fact, approximately fifty mil- 
lion bushels of newly harvested wheat have 
been sold at prices which have no prece- 
dent. But the sudden demand put on Amer- 
ican manufacturers caused something like 
congestion in some of the mills. The spin- 
dies and knitting machines might be of 
double their capacity and yet not meet fully 
the immediate demands for the commodities 
they produce. Clothing, articles which are 
needed by nurses and physicians in the hos- 
pitals, munitions of war and the apparatus 
which enables foreign nations to manufac- 
ture these munitions at home are in great 
demand. This demand will, in all probability, 
be reflected in the official statistics which 
tell of exports in the last three months of 
the present year, and in all probability will 
entail upon American manufacturers the 
utilization of the entire resources of their 


plants. 
There seems to be some disposition on 


‘the part of representatives of other nations 


tu figure very closely upon prices, This, 
however, is no more than the ordinary bar- 
gaining, although, as the United States is 
not now in competition with any other na- 
tion for these foreign miarkets, our manu- 
facturers are in position to command better 
prices than they would invoice in case they 
faced real competition. 

When the Washington statisticians re- 
port in detail the character of these sud- 


denly developed exports the items will dis- 


close not only the exigencies of Great 
Britain and the continent of Europe, but 
will also identify the curious and sudden 
chafige in our international trade which the 
war occasioned. For instance, much the 
greater part of our exported food which 
erosses the Atlantic has heretofore been 
sent to Great Britain, some to France. Now 
we are about to export, and, infact, have be- 
gun to export, agricultural products, exclu- 
sive of cotton, to countries where hithertv 
these American products have not gone in 
any amounts. r 

We are exporting, or beginning to ex- 
port, commodities, not agricultural, which 
until the beginning of the war were for 
the most part imported. Up to the first of 
August, our textile manufacturers were 
feeling disconsolate because imports in 
the aggregate sufficient almost to com- 
mand the American market of hosiery and 
knit goods were coming from Great Britain, 
although principally from Germany. In the 
winter of this year, the people of Great 
Britain must depend more or less upon 
American manufacturers for articles of this 
kind. It is regarded as inevitable that this 
sudden change in our international trade 
and the magnitude of the exports which 
it involves will facilitate the work now 
gratuitously performed by American bank- 
ers in attempting to restore norma] financial 
conditions. HOLLAND.

Editor Constitution: I have been very 
much interested in the discussion of the 
financial condition of oUr section at the 
present timg. In common with all citizens 
of our country, I regret that an agricultural 
section like the south, rich in soil and eli- 
mate, could be so disturbed in its financial 
and industrial enterprises ag we are at the 
present time. 

I agree fully with the letter of Mr. Holle- 
man that the trouble with our country is 
the landlord and tenant system that pre- 
vails in the south. This is nothing but a 
relic of the old feudal system of England 
and France, and so long as we permit this 
System to continue, we will always be in a 
dependent condition. The trouble about a 
solution of this condition is. the oligarchy, 
80 graphically described by Mr. Holleman, 
composed of the absentee landlords, supply 
merchants and guano concerns. This forms 
the dominant politica] force in nearly every 
county in Georgia because of the financial 
Standing of these classes. This causes it to 
be hard to secure any remedial legislation. 
I don’t believe that the legislation usually 
urged is right or based on right principles. 

There are two solutions, I think, to this 
problem, both of which are feasible, and if 
these could be secured would correct the 
condition. It is admitted that the landlord 
and tenant system is maintained because it 
is profitable to the classes above named and 
is attended with small risk. The remedy is 
either to increase the risk so it will not beat- 
tractive, or decrease’the profits by taxing 
the proceeds or income. The latter solution 
was adopted in England under the leader- 
ship of Hon. Lloyd-George, whom I con- 
sider the greatest constructive statesman 
of the age. It being impossible to uproot 
the feudal system of England on account of 
the law of Pprimogeniture, Hon. Lloyd-George 
advocated and finally pressed to its pas- 
sage through parliament a heavy tax on the 
income derived from rents by these land- 
lords. He justified this tax on the principle 
that if the government gEave to this class the 
feudal] right of landlords, they should pay 
to the government a part of the revenue de- 
rived from their privileges for the support 
of the government Protecting them. In our 
country this principle could be applied by 


each state levying a heavy tax that could 
be in the form of a stamp tax that might be 
required to be attached to every rent note 
or contract, every landlord's lien and every 
crop mortgage. 2 et 

The other remedy would be to simply re- 
peal the laws giving these liens and the 
right to mortgage a growing crop. These 
liens are founded on the principle of sup- ‘ 
posed right in the seller or furnisher of 
anything for the production of wealth, to 
be secured with a lien on the thing sold or 
wealth produced. This is not a sound prin- 
ciple and it has been recognized by our 
legislature by a repeal of the factor’s lien, 
purchase money liens and some other liens 
based on the same principle. This would 
make the renting of land and the furnishing 
of supplies so hazardous that it would be 
impossible for any irresponsible negro to 
rent land, buy live stock. buy fertilizers 
and purchase supplies necessary to success- 
fully make a crop. This would decrease 
practically 50 per cent of the present area 
planted in cotton. Nor would it work any 
hardship on any one, for the lands would 
be cultivated under another System under 
which the farmer would provide for the 
cultivation of food products sufficient to 
furnish his farm and make impossible an 
over-production of cotton. We would have 
a state largely made up of small farms, 
practically every one living on his own 
farm, making his own supplies, and thus 
furnishing good neighborhood life supplied 
with schools and churches. The money of 
these absentee landlords would be invested 
in manufacturing or other productive en- 
terprises, thus increasing the home mar- 
kets. 

The objection to the plans of limiting the 
acreage to be planted by law is that it in- 
terferes with the liberty of the individual 
and makes industry a_ crime. I believe 
that either to destroy the profit in the pres- 
ent system of landlord and tenant and crop 
mortgages by a tax on them, graduated ac- 
cording to the size of the farm so tenanted 
out, or by increasing the risk by a repeal 
of these lien laws, would be effective in 
bringing about the result sought to be ac- 
complished and relieve our section of itg 
dependent situation.

THE MODERN BATTLESHIP 
By GEORGE FITCH, 
Author of “At Good Old Siwash.” 


Next to the baseball star, nothing looms 
as magnificently for a few years or goes 
back inte obscurity as swiftly afterwards 
as a modern battleship. 

The lives of both are about the same 
in length. Hans Wagner and Larry Lajoie, 
now headed for the minors. have played a 
little less than twenty years in the big 
league. The Oregon, the pride of the United 
States navy, twenty-three years ago, is now 
a quaint little tub of junk, cherished for its 
victories, but not seriously regarded as a 
fighter. With its sister ships, the Massa- 


chusetta and Indiana, it is the oldest battle- | 


ship in the service, and it is very likely that 
next year these ships will be made tagets 
for the newer vessels, as the Texas was a 


couple of year ago. 

The Oregon displaces 10,000 tons, steams 
16 knots an hour, and has four i3-inch guns, 
The Goeben, the German battle cruiser which 
is bottled up in the Dardanelles, is 2 years 
old, displaces 22,000 tons, steams 28 knots 
an hour and hag ten ll-inch guns, while the 
newest Brazilian battleship, the Rio de 
Janiero, displaces 22,500 tons and has four- 
teen 12-inch guns with twenty 6-inch new 
style guns, which are almost as wicked as 
the Oregon's old 13-inch barkers. 

Competition has done it and competition 
in battleships is the kind of competition 
which makes a man climb a tree faster than 
a bear. Twenty years ago no one thought 
of putting speed.into a battleship. But the 
newest German battleship, fat and armored 
from stem to stern, could waddle out after 
the Mauretania and overhaul it in a stern 
chase. A British battle cruiser holds the 
speed record across the Atlantic, and the 
great battle cruisers of Great Britain and 
eGrmany now being completed with 100,000 
horsepower, armored sides and as much gun 
powder as four Oregons, will be able to run 
into most of the torpedo boat destroyers of 
this country from behind and butt them into 
eternity without wasting powder.

Marveling at the dainty and fragile Im- 
perator, Aquitania and Olympic, with their 
50,000 tongs and 23 knots speed, or at the 20- 
knot Lusitania, is a waste of time. The bat- 
tleship designers have stuffed more power 
and speed into ships two-thirds the length 
and much fatter amidships. If universal 
peace comes as a result of the war, what a 
bunch of ocean greyhounds can be manu- 
factured out of the battle cruisers. 


The Yield of Wheat. 


(From The Chicago Journal.) 

The average yield of wheat in the United 
States is about 13 bushels per acre. The 
average yield in Germany is 26 bushels, and 
in England 32. 

“Does this argue that the soil and climate 
of Europe are better adapted to wheat 
growing than those of the United States? 
Not at all. It proves only that careful 
farming on the other side of the water will 
produce better results than careless farming 
here. American cultivators who put their 
minds to it have no trouble in breaking the 
European record. 

One farmer in [Illinois has averaged 
48.8 bushels of wheat per acre each year for 
three years. He attributes his success to 
careful seed selection, as well as to good 
handling of the land. 

Two professors in this state have raised 
88 bushels of wheat per acre on soil so 
unpromising that their place used to bear 
the name of “Poor Land Farm.”

Practical Education 
Salvation of Negroes 
In South, Says Stinson 


Editor Constitution: I have just read 
your editorial, “The Negro and Domestic 
Service.’ Knowing, as I do, that you and 
your journal would not be other than fair 
with my people on this topic, makes me the 
more interested. Too much that you Say 
in a concrete way is true. 

The great mass of the negro race cannot 
appreciate these plain and seemed-to-be 
cutting statements, for the reason they do 
not know what is best for them. Such edi- 
torials are hardly called for in the north, for 
the places are occupied by white people. 
There are a few suggestions I offer for the 
ragged domestic problem all over the south. 
My race is yet ashamed of honest hard 
work. We have always felt that we should 
do precisely as the white people, when we 
were free, and we do not know any better 
yet, but we are becoming wiser every day. 
We are learning that the person who is not 
honestly engaged six days in a week, if not 
seven, is not in good standing with common 
decency. My people do not understand what 
you mean by going to school to learn how 
to work. They regard it a reflection on the 
good sense, freedom and decency of the 
race. Many of our leaders impress that fact 


| as being true. 


Therefore, the negroes who ought to take 
the lead and prepare themselves for .domes- — 
tic service had rather do almost anything 
else They recite several reasong for it. Dvo- 
mestic science schools, which you mentioned, 
should be established, but it cannot be done 
without money and the class who would give 
themselves to that sort of training must be 
provided for while they leurn the trade. In 
truth, they must be educated by these 
schools for that particular work. Greek, 
Latin, higher mathematics and _ classical! 
music and industrial education will not co 
together on any campus in the land, ¢s- 
pecially in the south. 

Yet, in the midst of these seeming mias-* 
mic conditions, I am encouraged, for I see 
Tight ahead. The negro is seeing here and 
there that he must get off his “tom-walk- 
ers.” His home, laying a foundation for 
character—being a taxpayer, and being re- 
sponsible in the community in which he 
lives, mean that he must be an honest toiler 
at that thing he can do best. 

There are two classes of leaders in the 
negro race: The sane, practical person, 
honestly seeking the welfare of the mass 
as well as the class. That class of the race 
who propose to be honest will work at 
whatever they can honestly get to do at fair 
wages. The other class may try the unfair 
and scheming, but will be overtaken 
and crushed in the long run. If my people 
knew how to fit tgaemselves for the things 
that they can best Wo, their paths would be 
more plain. You and your paper have done 
& great deal of good in hammering on this 
subject. Don't get impatient. You are do- 
ing far more good than you know of. It 
takes a long time to lay the foundation for 
any cause that is good and great. The 
schools and the unselfish leadership of my 
race see the wisdom of your position. Prac- 
tical education is the salvation of the necro 
masses of the gouth. Truly,

The United States of America has reaped 
especial profit from Germany's flourishing 
commercial condition. Germany purchases 
more from the United States than from anv 
other country of the world. Germany buys 
annually from the United States approxi- 
mately $170,000,000 worth of cotton, $75.- 
000,000 of copper, $60,000,000 -of wheat, 
$40,000,000 of animal fat, $20,000,000, of min- 
+ ore and the same amount of vegetable 
oil. 

In 1890 the import and export trade be- 
tween Germany and the United States 
amounted to only $100,000,000; in 1913 to 
about $610,000,000. Germany today imports 
from the United States goods to the value 
of $430,000,000, while she exports to the 
United States nearly $180,000,000 worth.

“The Present World Crisis From the 
Eastern Viewpoint” was the subject of 
the address at the First Congregational 
| church, colored, last night by Rev. H. 
H. Proctor, pastor, on his return from 
a tour of New England. In his prelude 
he said, among other things: 

“Everywhere I found great anxiety 
over the business outloo in view of 
the war, but withal a hopeful view of 
things as soon as business could be re- 
/ adjusted. I was delighted to find wide- 
spread sympathy for the south in view 
of the cotton crisis. Individuals and 
firms were heartily entering into the 
movement to buy a bale of cotton. It 
is common to see a bale of cotton in a 
show window in Boston or New York. 
All eyes are turned toward Atlanta as 
a leader in all the problems before the 
south. 

‘T had the privilege of an interview 
with the representative of the Car- 
negie foundation, and was delighted to 
secure from him a tentative promise 
to give the city of Atlanta $25,000 for 
a library for the colored people, on con- 
dition that the city would provide a’ 
modest sum for its upKeep. In view 
of the fact that Atlanta is the geo- 
graphical center of the negro popula- 
tion in the United States, it was felt 
that there should be a good library 
for the race here, where there are so 
many negro colleges. I trust the city 
will see its way clear to meet this gift.” 


Heading the list with a 20 per cent

Japan is, 
in fact, at the present time teaching 
a lesson in self-restraint to tiie whole 
world, embroiled as somany other na- 
tions are in war and carnage. Japan 
is trying to be a full-grown man— 
trying to control her passions and 
brutal impulses, to which some of the 
older European nations are giving 
themselves up completely. 

“China, too,” continued Dr. Willet, 
“has made tremendous strides in the 
past ten years. She has shaken off 
the old order and leaped forward to 
become a great republic. In many 
parts of that land today you can see 
the flags of China and the United 
States draped side by side, with the 
words above them, ‘The two greatest 
republics in the world.’”

In a certain sense the biggest thing 
in a national convention of the Dis- 
ciples is the union communion service, 


‘held always on the Sunday afternoon 
‘of the convention. 


At Pittsburg, in 
1909, the attendance was estimated at 
nearly 560,000, and while the conven- 
tions since the centennial occasion 


| have witnessed no such a record-break- 


ing assembly, they have always had 
jJarge and inspiring communion serv- 
ices. The service of Sunday after- 
noon was largely attended and impres- 
sive throughout. Men of the type of 
Bricker, Ainslie and Carey Morgan pos- 


| Sess the peculiarly spiritual and mys- 
| tical temper needed to enter fully into 


& sacramental service. 

One of the distinct tenets of the Dis- 
ciples of Christ and one which has at- 
tracted a good deal of attention is their 
habit of weekly communion. No mat- 
ter whether a Disciple congregation 
has @ preacher or not, no matter how 


, eloquent the preacher may chance to 


be, 


no matter how small the attend- 
ance or how bad the weather, the Lord's 


| Supper is regularly observed every Sun- 


day and is regularly regarded as the 
central feature of the services. As a 
consequence, when the Disciples get 
together in a national convention, the 
Sunday afternoon communion service 
is the one feature which no delegate 
will miss. He may absent himself from 
any other part of the week’s program, 


but he is sure to be present on Sunday 


afternoon. 
No Perfunctory Affair. 

Nor is this attendance a merely per- 
functory affair. Doubtless in the fold 
of the Disciples there are some who 
have purely legalistic conceptions of 
the ordinance, but it is safe to say that 
the vast majority believe in a definite 
Spiritual element as present in the sup- 
per. In other words, they really ‘‘com- 
mune.” Along with this spiritual or 
mystical belief they find the ordinaace 
indicative of a spiritual brotherhood 
which binds each and every member 
to his neighbor with the strongest ties 
of Christian fellowship. This sense of 
brotherhood, produced by communing 
together weekly, has. been one of the 
strongest factors in Disciple progress. 
It has even led at times to the accusa- 
tion of clannishness, and perhaps there 
has been some justice in the accusation. 

The Disciples uniformly in America 
practice open communion. Any Chris- 
tian, no matter what his party or de- 
nomination, is free to commune with 
them if he so desires. Usually there 
is a large number who avail themselves 
of this opportunity, and they are al- 
ways given a cordial welcome. 

To one who looked over the vast au- 
dience of Sunday afternoon and saw 
the many white-haired veterans and 
watched their tottering steps as they 
came to and went from the hall, the 
uppermost thought was how many of 
those present today will commune with 
their brethren a year hence? Doubt- 
less some will have dropped from the 
ranks before the we ee hosts gather 
in Los Angeles in 1915. This thought 
was intensified when the customary 
“God Be With You Till We Meet Again” 
was sung at the conclusion of the serv- 
ice. There were tears in many eyes 


when the benediction was pronounced 
and the vast audience broke wp into! 


two groups, one remaining to listen to 
the splendid organ recital which fol- 
lowed and the other soberly wending 
its way home. ; 
For Aged Ministers. 
Convention-Sunday is always “minis- 
terial relief day.”

A)- 
though no special appeal was made 
Sunday, the. gifts were worthy of the 
occasion. The cause of ministerial re-

progress has been due to the energetic 
devotion of the present general secre- 
tary, W. R. Warren. In one of its 
earlier published reports the Carnegie 
foundation for the advancement of 
teaching called attention to the fact 
that the ministers and teachers in 
church schools received less: attention 
in the matter of pensions than almost 
any other class of public servants. The 
foundation expressed the conviction 
that of all organizations the church 
should be the last to neglect her needy 
and wornout soldiers. ~Ministerial re- 
lief since that time has made progress 
among all the churches and among 
none perhaps more than among the Dis- 
ciples. 

The opening of the Atlanta pulpits to 
visiting ministers was an act of cour- 
tesy much appreciated by all who are 
attending the convention. It is proper 
to say that the reception accorded the 
ministers who filled the various pulpits 
was uniformly courteous, cordia] and 
sincere. It is by such manifestations 
of Christian courtesy that the cause 
of universal Christianity is given re- 
newed impetus and power. The hosts 
of Disciples from all over Amertea wil] 
go back to their homes with impres- 
sions of the most pleasant and agree- 
able character not only regarding the 
uniform courtesy shown them by citi- 
zens and officials alike, but especially 
with reference to the Christian hospi- 
tality of the various communions rep- 
resented in the city. 

Today will be devoted to the sessions 
of the Foreign society and of the Men 
and Millions Movement. There is wide- 
spread interest in both of these im- 
portant causes and the excellent pro- 
grams which have been announced’ will 
doubtless be largely attended.

| Trade Situation Has 
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TO ENGAGE. 


_ Its Cheerful Aspects 


Financial Situation in East 
Is Steadily Improving, 
Says Dun. 


Dun’s report says: 
The Week. 

As regards immediate business, con- 
ditions as a whole are those of some- 
what reduced transactions. The har- 
vesting of the great grain crops ofthe 
west, that of wheat being the largest 
On record, and the marketing of these 
at high prices, with continued heavy 
demand for export, makes for an agri- 
Cultural prosperity that to some extent 
is communicated to western industries 
and trades. In the east the improving 
financial situation inspires confidence 
and aflds the plans for handling the 
Zreat commerce which ig expected to 
come to this country. Certain trades, 
as, for instance, the shoe industry and 
some lines of dry goods, show consid- 
erahle activity due largely to the in- 
creased foreign demand occasioned by 
the war. But the great basic indus- 
tries of iron and steel, copper and coal 
are operating at much below normal 
and the building trades are depressed. 
Warm weather, moreover, has been 

enerally unfavorable to retail dis- 
ribution of seasonable merchandise. 

Conditions Only Temporary. 

It is recognized, however, that these 
conditions are but the temporary re- 
flection of the crisis in Europe and 
the business community is already be- 
Binning to plan for the enhanced de- 
mand for American commodities that 
is ‘expected to follow the cessation of 
hostilities. Financial conditions slow- 
ly but steadily improve, in particular 
the organization of gold pool material- 
ly helping the international exchange 
position of this country. While the 
stock exchanges remain closed, pres- 
sure is being felt in London, Paris and 
New York for their reopening; and 
in England the government is aiding 
in plans for -the protection of out- 
standing contracts in securities. Meas- 
ures are being devised for the pro- 
tection of the great American cotton 
crop, and for the reopening of the New 
York stock exchange. While export 
orders for iron and steel are increas- 
ing, domestic demand has declined. The 
dry goods markets are affected, not 
alone by financial conditions, but by 
the export and import situation, and 
while some lines are active by reason 
of the war needs, others are depressed 
by the stopping of foreign demand, and 
the lessening of domestic consumption. 
Cotton goods are naturally affected by 
the uncertain position of raw cotton. 
The wheat market continues firm, with 
the big foreign and domestic demand 
offsetting the effect of an unprecedent- 
ed crop. 

Iron and Steel Market. 

No improvement has yet appeared 
in the demand for iron and steel prod- 
ucts as a whole, and while here and 
there the receipt of fair-sized orders 
are reported, they are exceptional, the 
general situation being still very un- 
satisfactory. Fair activity is noted 
in wire and kindred lines, but busi- 
ness in all other directions is decidedly 
quiet. The plate mills are operating 
to not much more than 50 per cent of 
capacity, this department being espe- 
cially affected by the absence of rail- 
road buying. ile there has been 
little change in quotations, crude steel 
is weaker and an easier tendency is 
noted in tin plate and sheets. Orders 
from abroad are increasing, but the 
total business, so far placed, does not 
make up for the decrease in domestic 
demand. ‘The steel corporation's state- 
ment of unfilled tonnage at the end 
of September is expected to show con- 
siderable reduction from the 4,213,331 
tons on August $1, and 5,003,785 tons 
on September 80, 1913. According te 
The Iron Age, pig iron production de- 
creased in September, the total being 
1,882,577 tons, or at the rate of 62,- 
753 tons per day, as compared with ‘64,- 
753 tons per day in August. 

The irregularity in the cotton goods 
markets is accompanied by lower 
prices. Wide print cloths have beer 
reduced to the lowest level of the year 
and lower prices are expected on 
bleached cottons. This weakness,how- 
ever, is in marked contract to the 
strength of army duck, cotton blank- 
ets and wide papetings. the latter be- 
ing especially firm because of large 
foreign sales. Fine and fancy cottons 
for spring sell moderately, and the 
mills are busy on orders placed some 
time ago in anticipation of lessened 
imports and scarcity of dyestuffs. There 
is an active European demand for 
towels, sheets and hospital supplies 
and substantial sales have been made 
of fleeced and cotton and wool under- 
wear. There is a steady movement 
of staple piece dyed worsted dress 
goods, and interest is being taken in 
men’s wear, suitings and overcoatings, 
Dut sales, as yet, have not been up to 
the expectations of a short time ago. 
The mille, however, are generally well 
employed, and there appears to be 
every indication of further advances 
in prices. 


October 11.—Buying of 
steel products this week by domestic 
manufacturers was without improve- 
ment. There were few funds available 
for railroad equipment and for manu- 
facturing plant extensions. The only 
noteworthy orders placed by the rail- 
roads were 15,000 tons of rails for the 
Southern Pacific, 13,000 tons for the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
and $00 tons of structural steel for a 
Southern railway viaduct. 

Fabricating shops reported orders 
for only 9,000 tons of structural shapes 
for bridges, commercial buildings, ete. 
Contracts for about 38,000 tons addi- 
tional are pending in the eastern ter- 
ritory. 

Bids were received by the United 
States government for about 30,000 tons 
of side plates and about 25,000 tons 
of armor plate for battleship construc- 
tion. 

There was less buying of rolled steel 
products generally, and prices of bars, 
Plates and shapes were again about $1 
per ton lower. The output of pig iron 
was reduced over 100,000 tons in Sep- 
tember as compared with August.

Sentiment Among Jobbers 
in East Has Improved, 
Says Bradstreet. 


Bradstreet's report says: 

Trade reports present an admixture 
of continued ill-effects of the Huropean 
war, warm weather, depresssion in the 
southern cotton crop situation, high 
rates for money, although there are 
some signs of age. hand-to-mouth 
buying, very slow coliections, restrict- 
ed industrial outputs and close scan- 
ning of credits. Under the circum- 
stances the trade and industrial situ- 
ation exhibits a very uneven appear- 
ance, and at this juncture export opera- 
tions, largely of war supplies, provide 
the chief fillip to a concededly disap- 
pointing trade. Warm weather over a 
wide area has prevented free distribu- 
tion of seasonable goods by retail deal- 
ers, and this development unfavorably 
reacts upon jobbing trade. At the 
same time conservatism is so wide- 
spread as to heavily curtail buying for 
future delivery, while difficulty in ob- 
taining credit likewise provides an ad- 
ditional checkrein. 

Some Cheerful Reports. 

Withal, the reports are interspersed 
with some cheerful evidences, covering, 
as they do, slightly better sentiment 
among the jobbers in the east, im- 
proved demand for certain articles of 
export, larger foreign orders for leath- 
er, harness, blankets, cotton duck, 
shoes, woolen underwear, lumber, auto- 
mobiles and horses, exceptionally good 
conditions among cereal farmers, who 
are now busily engaged with fall work, 
somewhat better. demand for commer- 
| cial paper and signs that country banks 
are loosening up as regards holding 
reserves. Cereal crops are being moved 
to market less liberally, largely be- 
cause farmers are engrossed in their 
open air work, which is facilitated by 
warm weather, and in this connection 
there are numerous western reports of 
fall sown wheat being up, while pas- 
ture lands are in (fine condition, 
Drought, however, continues in the 
east. Besides, cereal producers are re- 
ceiving good prices for their crops, and 
in consequence they have more money 
to spend, this factor being the direct 
opposite of that presented by the in- 
dustrial regions as well as by the south, 
where, of course, depression exists, but 
where there is a strong disposition to 
make the best of an exceptionally un- 
favorable situation. Thus far nothing 
tangible has developed to jack up the 
price of cotton, and although some 
sales are being made at inordinately 
low prices, there is disposition to store 
the product rather than sacrifice it. 
Economic affairs being so unfavorable, 
extensions or requests therefor are 
strikingly numerous. 

Naval Stores Dull. 

Naval stores are dull and prices are 
nominal, apparently in accordance with 
agreements among producers. Lumber 
is another line that is depressed the 
country over, with short time or closed 
mills chiefly in evidence, but in this re- 
spect it is to be noted that foreign 
demand, plus orders from the middle 
west, tend to lift the market out of 
absolute inertia. Iron and steel for 
domestic use are yery dull, and prices 
are being shaded. On the other hand, 
flour mills are working full time, large 
foreign orders for motor trucks help 
that line, contracts for 500,000 yards of 
cotton duck, mostly for European ac- 
count, insure activity in that line, win- 
dow glass factories are increasing their 
business, harness and saddlery houses 
are rushed, manufacturers of toys are 
working overtime, European demand 
‘for various kinds of machinery helps 


l operations in that line, makers of mn- 


nitions of war are said to be consid- 
erably behind on orders and manufac- 
turers of agricultural implements have 
increased their forces.

WEAKNESS PREVAILED 
IN THE COTTON MARKET 


Underlying Cause of Decline 
Was Freer Offerings of Spot 
Cotton in the Interior. 


New Orleans, October 11.—Weakness 
prevailed in the cotton market all last 
week, liquidation trading forcing the 
price of January well down toward the 
7-cent level, while spots lost over half 
a cent a pound, middling closing at 
7% cents. 

The underlying cause of the decline 
was the freer offerings of spot cot- 
ton in the interior, which was more 
than could be absorbed, although the 
demand was better than it has been. 
The improvement in the demand was 
in no other way better illustrated than 
by the foreign clearances for the week, 
which totalled 87,811 bales, bringing 
the grand total thus far this season, 
which also means since the beginning 
of the European war, to 227,443 bales. 

In the future department there was 
continued liquidation, and it was con- 
sidered by many traders that the mar- 
ket was in shape to resume business at 
almost any time, the date of reopen- 
ing depending more upon other mar- 
kets than upon the local situation. 

With the prices of cotton already un- 
der the cost of production and rapidly 
being forced down the entire cotton 
world probably will watch develop- 
ments in the southern spot markets 
this week. Speculators know.that prices 
cannot be forced downward indefinitely 
because the margin of depression has 
been so narrowed already, and at the 
first signs that the market is touching 
the bottom a wave of buying, chiefly 
of choice lots of high-grade cotton, is 
expected throughout the belt. With 
the price of cotton down around $25 a 
bale, the buying power of speculators 
in spots has been increased enormously. 


LARGE AMOUNT OF GRAIN 
PLANTED IN SPALDING CO. 


Griffin, Ga., October 11.—(Special.)— 
Grain is being planted in Spalding 
county in great quantity, and farmers 
are making arrangements for its mar- 
keting. Alfalfa is being planted in 
larger quantities than ever known in 
this section. A meeting of the alfalfa 
club last night was considered as im- 
portant to the county interests as the 
fall of Antwerp was to the Germans. 
During the past two years the plant- 
ing @f alfalfa in the county has in- 
creased from nothing to some fifty 
acres at this time. Most of the plant- 
ing up to this date has been of an ex- 
perimental nature. But now that the 
people have learned something of its 
qualities, they are determined to plant 
great fields of it.

If I 
were a farmer and could not afford 
to keep the cotton seed till-they went 
up to a normal price I would apply

Why should 
we rob our lands in that way? No 
one denies that such practice is a great 
waste. The oil applied to the land does 
the crop no good, and each ton has 
at least forty-seven gallons and will 
average more than that per ton of seed. 
Analysis shows that some feed yield 
more than 50 gallons per ton. This 50 
gallons of oil is thrown away when 
the seed are applied to the soil. if 
farmers could get 
pressing this out and then sell i 
would have the same value so 
fertilizing the land goes 
realize from this source a very good 
income, too. There are mills on the 
market for “cold pressing’”’ the oll from 
the seed. Communities could invest in 
these inexpensive machines and make 
them very profitable. 
Fertilizers for Winter Grain Crops. 


It is customary to recommend a 
fertilizer for winter grains composed 
only of acid phosphate and potash, and 
apply all the nitrogen in the spring. 
This would not be as successful as 

apply a fertilizer of the formula, 
10—2—3, or some like formula, the 
nitrogen being supplied from cotton 
seed. meal, bone meal, tankage or 
some other slowly available source, and 
then put the 7 dressing on in the 
spring. If lime is applied to the land 
in the fall, it will be possible to re- 
duce slightly the potash in the formula. 
It would pay to put some acid, even if 
the cotton seed are applied, for the 
reason that they have not enough

phosphorus to supply the needs of the } Itc 


plant. If I were to apply cotton seed 
to my winter grain crop I would use 
for a formula the following materials 
and amounts per acre: Cotton seed, 
500 pounds; acid phosphate 225 pounds, 
and ground limestone, 500 pounds— 
more limestone if practicable. This 
would help us to bridge over the hard 
times brought on by the war, and 
would make us a heavy yield of grain 
next spring.
